MONUMENTAL CRIME 

Police have become concerned with a sudden 
uptick in the number of monumental sculptures 
being erected, without warning, in East End 
locations. Police investigator Stanley Towers, 
speaking at a news conference, explained. “First 
there was the legs in Sag Harbor, then there was 
the 30-foot-tall woman in Westhampton, and 
now our investigation has revealed a surprising 
number of problematic new monuments across 
the East End.” He noted the presence of a 
large duck sculpture off the side of the road 
in Flanders, which he said could distract 
motorists. Towers also expressed concern 
about a windmill sculpture in Sag Harbor, which 
he pointed out wasn’t a real windmill but could 
fool people into thinking it was—“it’s a fraud, 
plain and simple” he said. Finally, he announced 
his new discovery of “a very tall, narrow object 
with a huge light on top” that he said had been 
erected, in plain sight, east of Montauk village. 
Police suspect foul play, Towers concluded, 
and investigations are ongoing. 


POP-UP SHUTDOWN 

Health authorities moved quickly Thursday 
to shut down Gumb, Old Man McGumbus’s 
newly opened pop-up store on Jobs Lane 
in Southampton. The authorities allege that 
McGumbus, 104-year-old WWII vet and holder 
of a patent for something called “24-hour-lasting 
chewable animal product,” had been selling 
uninspected, unapproved meat products in the 
store. A surprise visit from health authorities 
on Thursday morning found that, in addition 
to the expected quantities of exotic dried 
meats and jerkies on offer, the shelves of 
Gumb were stocked with something called “Old 
Man McGumbus’s Old-Fashioned Meat Gum,” 
available in beef, lamb and something called 
“trapper’s choice.” These gums, which were 
packaged in hand-labeled brown paper bags 
that authorities said were dripping with grease 
and drawing the attention of flies, were of 
unclear origin and were unaccompanied by any 
ingredients lists. When contacted for comment, 
McGumbus was defiant: “What has this country 
come to when a man can’t boil critter parts 
down to a resin and sell it off as chewing gum?” 


PROTECTED GARMENT 

A man was stopped and questioned in Sag 
Harbor Village on Sunday for walking slowly 
up and down Main Street while wearing just 
a bathing suit—a bathing suit of the type 
commonly called a “banana hammock.” When it 
was requested of the man that he put on more 
proper attire, the man countered that he was 
a member of a group called Skeev Sag Harbor, 
and that it was part of his group’s mission 
to “skeev people out in Sag Harbor.” Police 
concluded that the man’s demonstration was 
protected speech, or some such thing, and let 
him be. @&

TV" he Sagg Bridge was originally built in 1686 

B by Ezekiel Sandford to make it easier for 
horse drawn vehicles to get from Mecox to 
Sagaponack. Without the bridge, one had to go 
about half a mile further north to roads that 
went around Sagg Pond. With the bridge, it was 
faster. 

In time it became so popular that the small 
village of Bullhead, which had been set up 
further to the north in the middle of the South 
Fork, got identified as the place nearest to the 
bridge, and that village soon bore the name 
Bridgehampton. 

This bridge has been rebuilt and changed 
over the years, but it has always been a modest 
structure, barely wide enough for two cars to 
pass each other. It’s always had a footpath on 
one side—now a sidewalk—where fishermen 
can sit by a railing and throw hooks into the 
water to catch their fish for a nice fresh dinner. 
Its entire length—it leaps up from the shore on 
one side of Sagg Pond to hump over the water 
and come down on the other—is no more than 
100 yards. You drive slowly across it because 
of the hump and the fishermen and also, | think, 
because it is so picturesque. | cannot recall a 
single accident on it. And it remains today in the

concrete-and-steel configuration that replaced 
the wooden bridge in 1923, a century ago. After 
that it could easily handle cars, small trucks 
and farm tractors up to a capacity of 4 tons. 

It’s fair to say that the Sagg Bridge, as it has 
come to be known, is probably the only historic 
bridge on the South Fork. It is to the Hamptons 
what covered bridges are to New England: 
historic, beautiful, unique and, at least from 
the bureaucratic point of view—completely 
substandard. The Town of Southampton has 
proposed to bring this bridge up to current 
motoring standards—make the lanes wider, 
add additional steel railings to keep people 
from falling off (into the water ten feet below) 
strengthen it underneath, raise the level of it 
where it leaps up from the shoreline so there is 
less of a hump—so you wind up with a bridge 
that is safer, stronger and no longer necessary 
to slow down for. Of course, the sidewalks will 
have to go. Nobody should be walking across 
this bridge, anyway, unless they want to get 
killed. Fishing? Forget it. 

Needless to say, there are a few of us, this 
writer among them, who want to keep the 
beautiful historic old bridge in exactly the same 
configuration as it is now. Strengthen it from 
underneath, by all means. But leave how it 
looks alone. 


Arise! 


We Saved the Sagg Bridge Once, Now We Have to Do It Again 


As a matter of fact, we already saved it. It 
was in the early 1980s, a whole generation 
ago. The proposal at the time came from the 
county, which would use federal funds to re-do 
the. bridge wider, stronger and uglier. It would 
also need to meet federal bridge standards, 
which at the time meant the strength to carry 
40-ton vehicles, such as military tanks. Should 
America be invaded, Sagaponack, Mecox and 
Bridgehampton would not stand in the way ofa 
brisk defense. 

Needless to say, back then there were 
demonstrations and protests in the community 
to save this bridge. People carried signs and 
walked back and forth across the bridge. The 
late painter Robert Dash made an oil painting 
of the old bridge whose sale benefited the Save 
the Bridge committee. | still have a program 
from a concert held at the Beebe Windmill on 
Ocean Road in Bridgehampton one Saturday 
afternoon, whose proceeds also went to the 
Save the Bridge committee. 

Why should I have saved this program? Well, 
as it happened, I had a band at the time that 
performed at this concert. It was the only band 
] ever had and the only concert my band played 
in. A crowd of 500 people stood on that lawn 
and as Dan’s Rocky Mountain Boys played “You 
Are My Sunshine,” “The (Cont'd on next page) 
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Wabash Cannonball” and “The Battle of New 
Orleans,” everybody sang along and cheered 
or, annoyingly, just continued to talk to one 
another, chattering away as we played. It 
was one of the highlights of my life. I played 


autoharp and harmonica and sang. 

I also have a clipping from The New York 
Times dated February 7, 1988, the year 
following the concert, which proclaims that 
after this five-year battle swayed back and 
forth, we won. A new county supervisor was 
elected, Patrick Halpin. He addressed himself 
to this problem. “I am a preservationist,” he 
said. “We will repair the Sagg Bridge with 


county money. There will be no federal Robert Dash’s “Sagg Bridge” 


money.” The county had reversed itself. 

And so we saved the bridge. Had they built 
new one, it would have cost a ton of money and 
would have lasted 50 years (so said The Times). 
Instead, only half a ton of money was spent, and 
with the repairs it would need more work in 15 
to 25 years. 

So here it is, 25 years later. Well, 29 years 
later. We got an extra four years out of it. And 
now the bureaucrats are faced with what to 
do with the Sagg Bridge again. And once again, 
they propose to turn it into ugly and awful, but 
safe—safe for motorists, anyway. Again the 
sidewalk goes, again the fishermen go. Again 
the railing gets raised, again the hump gets 
lowered by raising the approaches. It will be up 
to snuff for tanks. 

DON’T YOU GUYS REMEMBER? WE SAVED 
THE BRIDGE. 


Turns out somebody forgot to fill out a form. 
During the 1990s, there was a paper being 
handed around which went out to the towns 
and villages in which it was asked what was 
historic and should be saved. The windmills got 
on it, the lighthouse got on it. They forgot the 
Sagg Bridge. 

Before I explain the more complicated story 
involving the current battle, I would like to 
point out that the bureaucrats currently are 
pulling the same ‘trick as the bureaucrats did 
in the 1980s. To get people to agree the bridge 
had to be brought up to snuff, they declared it 
so rickety as to be about to fall down, so it got 
closed to vehicular traffic. Back then, they shut 
it for TWO YEARS. 

At that time, we were running the 10K Dan’s 
Papers PotatoHampton Minithon, which, 


at a certain point, had entrants running 
across the bridge. There may have still 
been pedestrians walking across that closed 
bridge and there may have been fishermen— 
they didn’t weigh very much, so there was 
no danger to the bridge—but it was then 

ruled that our race, which had about 700 

runners, would be putting too much of a 
Sstrain on the bridge. What was going on? 
21 inquired. The fear was that the runners 
would cross it in lockstep, as when a band 
= marches along. I pointed out that the start of 
= the race was two miles back and by the time 
< they got to the bridge, all the runners were 

way spread out down the road. There would 
be no lockstep. These were pedestrians, just 
like any others. 

The bureaucrats relented. But they insisted 
on a requirement: It was necessary that we post 
an official at the foot of the bridge to shout to 
runners to be careful not to cross in lockstep. 
Our official could also stop the race by waving 
his arms if the bridge collapsed or started 
shaking badly. We complied. At the time, our 
race benefitted Stony Brook University Hospital. 
They volunteered a resident in the Psychiatry 
Department. We had a young psychiatrist at 
the entrance to the bridge watching out for 
lockstep. (See photo on page 48.) 

Well, here is where things stand today. Today 
the bridge is no longer being maintained by 
the county. It is being overseen instead by 
the Town of Southampton, in which it resided 
until 2005.

Author of “Steve Jobs” Biography to Speak at Dan’s Papers Literary Awards

t is amazing to me how the cream of the 

literary world is pitching in to make the Dan’s 
Papers $6,000 Literary Prize a success. The 
reason, | think, is neither me nor the paper. It is 
the fact that this competition, which allows just 
about anyone familiar with the eastern end of 
Long Island to enter a nonfiction essay and try 
to win this prize, helps promote good writing in 
America. The prize for our competition is one 
of the largest—if not the largest—for nonfiction 
in the country. 

This is the third year we have run this 
competition. Each year the format is the same. 
The contest opens in the spring, hopefuls go to 
LiteraryPrize.danspapers.com and enter essays 
of 600 to 1,500 words there (the contest closes 
July 21), prominent judges read them and grade 
them, and then we hold the awards ceremony 
in late August on a Saturday afternoon at the 
John Drew Theater in East Hampton. We give 
out $5,000 and a trophy to the winner. There 
are two runners-up prizes of $500 each. 


In the first year, Len Riggio, the Chairman 
of Barnes & Noble, gave out the prize. The 
keynote speech was read by two-time Pulitzer 
Prize winner Bob Caro, and the winning entry, 
by James Keith Phillips, who is a Shinnecock 
Indian, was read by Emmy winner Pia Lindstrom. 

In the second year, Pia again read the winning 
entry. Author E.L. Doctorow of Sag Harbor 
gave the keynote address, and the award was 
presented by Martin Shepard, the prominent 
book publisher to Susan Duff for her essay 
“Moving Through Water.” 

Earlier this year, I began preparing for the 
awards ceremony again. I secured a date with 
Ruth Appelhof, the executive director of Guild 
Hall and the John Drew Theater, for Saturday 
afternoon, August 16. I also secured a reader 
for the winning entry. It will be Academy Award 
winning actor Mercedes Ruehl. 

For the keynote speaker, I reached out by email 
to Walter Isaacson, the author of numerous 
biographies, the best known of which is the #1 
New York Times bestseller Steve Jobs. His prior 
biography, Einstein, also was a #1 bestseller, 


and, as it happened, I have enjoyed reading 
both of theseand also all the other biographies 
he has written. : 

I know Isaacson personally as well, for both 
of us have participated in the Artist-Writers 
softball game held on the sandlot ball field in 
Herrick Park in East Hampton every year in 
August. He plays second base for the writers. | 
umpire from behind the mound. 

In any case, I wrote Isaacson at length about 
the literary event at the John Drew Theater 
and asked him if he would deliver the keynote 
speech. I got a disappointing reply. 

“Gee, Dan, I am sorry, but I may still be in 
Colorado then. I can’t commit because I need 
to remain flexible due to my Aspen Institute 
duties. All the best, Walter” 

About a week later, still wrestling with who 
else I might ask, | discovered that the date for 
the awards ceremony was the same day as 
the Artist-Writers Game. My first reaction was 
shock. Our advertising had now gone out. Our 
press releases. Our stories had been in the 
paper about August 16. (Cont'd on next page) 
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There was no changing it. But then I looked into 
it further. 

The game starts at 2 p.m. and usually lasts 3 
hours. Our event starts at 4:30 p.m. and is over 
by 5 p.m. On the other hand, the John Drew 
Theater is just a quarter-mile down Main Street 
from the ball field. Obviously, if I got everything 
set up at the event, I could umpire at least the 
first inning, maybe the second, and be back 
there by 3 p.m. But what about Isaacson? Well, 
he had spoken and he had turned us down. 

“I understand,” I wrote. “This is the day, 
by the way, of the Artist-Writers Game, if 
that makes any difference. Hope it does. But 
probably not. We will miss you.” 

His reply startled me. 

“Is it after the game?” 


After the speech, Walter 
Isaacson will be bundled back 
to the game by his specially 
selected chauffeur. 


The thing about the Artist-Writers Game 
is that many of the participants will move 
mountains to attend it. I recall years ago when 
Malcolm Forbes, the publisher of Forbes 
magazine at that time, held a huge, wildly 
expensive weekend-long birthday party for 
himself in Morocco. His guests would be 
brought in by private jet. Then at the end of the 
weekend, they would be jetted home. 
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& 
kate spade 
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That. year, the multi-millionaire Mort 
Zuckerman, who owned The Atlantic and U.S. 
News and World Report, was jetted over at the 
beginning of the weekend, but then jetted back 
to New York so he could pitch for the writers 
at the game in East Hampton. That is just one 
example. 

Bill Clinton has been in this game. So have 
Christie Brinkley, Roy Scheider, Alec Baldwin, 
Paul Simon and about a hundred more regulars. 

In any case, what I was getting back from 
Walter was that whatever else came along with 
his Washington-based Aspen Institute, he’d be 
sure to be in the Hamptons on the Saturday of 
the Artist-Writers game. 

And that gave me this crazy idea. It was a long 
shot. It hangs on the fact that lots of people 
play in the game, more than there are positions 
for. And so the coaches, with clipboards, swap 
players in and out. Only a few players play the 
whole game. So here is exactly what I wrote 
Walter Isaacson: 

“Game begins at 2 p.m. Crowd begins to settle 
in at John Drew Theater at 4:30 p.m. and we 
begin at 4:45 p.m. with your remarks. I would 
introduce you. It would likely be around the 
fourth inning (if the game starts around 2:45 
p.m. after the introductions and the anthem, 
etc.) We’d text you, chauffeur you over the 
quarter mile to the stage entrance, have the car 
wait 10 minutes while you spoke (in uniform), 
and chauffeur you back. I'll be at the game too, 
but will leave after the first inning’s umpiring to 
go to John Drew.” 

Here was his answer. 

“I’m happy to do this. All the best, Walter” 

Walter Isaacson, in full baseball uniform, 
perhaps covered with dust from a slide into 
second, will appear at the Dan’s Papers $6,000 
Literary Prize awards ceremony to deliver the 
keynote speech at precisely, or approximately, 
4:15 p.m. Whatever is going on at that moment, 
perhaps the music accompanying the seating of 
the crowd—this event is standing-room only— 
will be interrupted by a brief introduction from 
me and then this speech, delivered by Mr. 
Isaacson with perhaps his baseball cap askew, 
after which he will be bundled back to the game 
by his specially selected chauffeur. 

I have thought long and hard about who that 
chauffeur might be. That person will have to be 
out in the parking lot with the motor running at 
precisely 4:15 p.m. They will have to leave the 
car and fetch Isaacson from either the dugout 
or from out in the field. And they will have to 
ferry him over to the theater, then wait, then 
bring him back. 

Ican’t do this. I have to be at the event. Who do 
I trust? I briefly thought to ask one man I trust, 
the Mayor of East Hampton, Paul Rickenbach, 
who gives the grand introduction at the game, 
to do this, but I decided | didn’t want to burden 
him with it. In any event, he might decide to 
ask a police officer to drive Isaacson back and 
forth in a police car—which might be okay but 
which might turn out to get him and the chief 
in trouble. And so I asked my wife, Chris. When 
she says she will do something, she does it. She 
will be there, and she will offer him a delightful 
ride over and back.

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Airport Rules 


What East Hampton Should Do After Taking Their Airport Private

here are two ways you can run an airport. 

You can run it with the help of the FAA, 
which means you abide by their regulations but 
they give you a whole lot of federal money for 
runways, airport towers, traffic controllers and 
everything else. Or you can run it privately as a 
business, without help from the FAA. 

I remember the time 25 years ago when the 
FAA accepted the application of East Hampton 
Airport. We were overjoyed. East Hampton 
had been, not long before, a dirt runway with 
a “terminal” that consisted of a chicken coop 
donated by a farmer, shoved up against a 
World War I army barrack. We joined the FAA. 
Everything was updated. The Feds paid for 
nearly all of it. They took over responsibility 
for lengthening the runways, providing 
security and insurance. They even provided 
nearly all funding for a new airport terminal, 
complete with control room. We 


breathed a whole lot easier then. 

But as years went by, local residents began to 
get really fed up with the FAA and its inability 
to control airport noise. It was true that houses 
were being built closer and closer to the airport, 
so there were more people to complain. But 
now more planes and helicopters were going in 
and out, flying low over everybody’s houses. It 
was becoming intolerable. 

In response, the FAA set up all sorts of new 


‘flight patterns for arriving aircraft. But, frankly, 


none of them worked. The FAA took an “on 
the one hand this and the other hand that” 
approach to the needs of the pilots and the 
homeowners. And so now East Hampton is 
toying with the idea of throwing the FAA out— 
the airport is owned by the Town—and running 
the operation themselves without FAA help, 
as they used to. There are, it turns out, other 
airports in the country about the size of East 
Hampton that set their own rules. What the hell 
do we need the FAA for? The rich and famous

will pay anything to get out here by plane or 
chopper. 

Last week the numbers came out for the 
Memorial Day weekend at the airport. There 
were 20% more planes and choppers this 
holiday weekend than the holiday weekend a 
year ago. The tide was becoming a flood. 

Over that weekend, 872 planes and choppers 
came in and out. The airport fielded 475 noise 
complaints, 302 about helicopters and 173 about 
airplanes. That means there was an average of 
one complaint for every other aircraft. Some 
came in quietly. Others rattled the windows. 
This can’t go on. (Cont'd on next page) 
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At a board meeting last week, East Hampton 
Town voted to increase the fees for landings 
and takeoffs by 10%. They also voted on a 
measure that would increase the town charges 
for “fuel flow” when the planes gas up. 

The second resolution—to increase fuel 
flowage fees by 15 cents a gallon—was tabled. 
But the first passed, and is expected to bring in 
an additional $100,000 in revenue. 

The other piece of news was the release of a 
new study that concludes the Town can run the 
airport and make money without the FAA. 

East Hampton Airport should free itself of the 
FAA. When they do, here are some rules they 
could put in place. 

1. A plane that rolls in very noisily and 
produces complaints from neighbors should

be given the heave-ho. As it comes taxiing in, 
officers from the East Hampton Airport Police 
sound the alarm, hop in their jeeps, meet the 
plane halfway down the runway, and force it to 
turn around and take back off and never come 
back. We’d write down the big numbers you 
see on the underside of the wings. An elephant 
never forgets. 

2. The FAA does not require a security check 
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at small airports such as ours that it controls. 
But we have an international clientele and 
should have a security check. There’s lots of 
moneytobemadeatasecurity check. Ifwetighten 
up the readings on the x-ray machines, we could- 
locate valuable jewelry and wristwatches. The 
rich are loaded with them. Diamonds are sharp, 
will cut through anything and are surely a 
terrorist threat. They have no place on an 
aircraft and we should confiscate them. These 
baubles can be confiscated, collected in 
bins, sorted through and distributed to the 
citizenry later. 

3. Aircraft impounding. Here’s more money 
to be made. Put up “No Parking” signs and 
signs reading “10 Minute Parking Only” and 
signs reading “This space for Disabled Only.” 
Planes violating the law get turned over to 
the town-owned towing company, which will 
show up, connect the hook and cart off the 
offender. Fines would be $10,000 a day plus 
$500 for the tow. Since these offenses would 
be considered court cases, with lawyers and 
judges and stenographers and so forth, it 
could take a week or two before a judgment is 
rendered. Besides the fines piling up, we could 
allow some of the locals to hop in, fire them up 
and fly off to do touch-and-goes and get the feel 
of an aircraft that is state-of-the-art for the rich 
and famous. 

4. You know about the luggage fees on aircraft 
now, which can be $50 and $60? Charge $70 for 
rolling a piece of luggage through the terminal, 
either toward or away from the plane. 

5. Make it clear that bribery is a way of 
life at the airport. The Mayor, with his palm 
greased, can get you through the airport 
terminal, avoiding time-consuming paperwork 
and passport stamping without problem at East 
Hampton. 

6. Hire one of the locals as an “Airport 


~ Commander” and have him in uniform, strolling 


around on the runways and looking for things 
that might be out of order. He issues tickets and 
accepts fines on the spot. 

7. Detain every 100th passenger arriving on a 
plane at East Hampton Airport. There need be 
no rhyme nor reason to this. Be vague about 
why they are being detained. It will keep people 
on their toes. And only release a detainee upon 
payment of $1,000 cash if a New York resident, 
$10,000 cash for a celebrity, $50,000 for a hedge 
fund operator or $5 for a local. 

8. Install pay toilets that take quarters on 
the doors of all the terminal bathrooms. Two 
quarters gets the door unlocked for you for ten 
minutes. 

9. Charge a fee for watching planes land and 
take off. 

10.. Require that all aircraft that land here 
undergo a daily emissions test and decibel 
sound check and issue stickers to put on 
windshields for those that pass. The stickers 
will be dated, however, and are good only for 
that day. 

It seems to me that with these rules in place— 
the rich will consider them “quaint”—the East 
Hampton Airport can march proudly into the 
future, knowing for certain that it has enough 
money to operate and keep its head above 
water, the aircraft in line and everybody quiet 
without the FAA. And that’s what it’s all about,

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What’s in a Name? Changes Afoot at Bay Street Theater

BY Street Theater has some exciting changes 
coming up, and they only start with changing 
the spelling from “Theatre” to “Theater.” 

Under the stewardship of new artistic director 
Scott Schwartz, the Sag Harbor staple will 
be expanding its slate of programming and 
expanding its educational initiatives. Perhaps 
the most significant change coming to Bay 
Street Theater is its rebranding. The new name, 
Bay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center for 
the Arts, reflects the company’s commitment 
to delivering arts entertainment and education 
to the Sag Harbor community throughout the 
year, beyond the summer mainstage season.

Good Works Rewarded, Future East End Plans Funded

RIVERSIDE REVITALIZATION 

The planned revitalization of the hamlet of 
Riverside in Southampton Town got a boost 
last week when the Suffolk County Legislature 
budgeted millions of dollars toward the effort 
over the next three years. Under the 2015-2017 
capital budget, which Suffolk County Executive 
Steve Bellone signed last Friday, $4 million is 
allocated for the reconstruction of the Riverside 


traffic circle in 2016, making it oval-shaped and 
two lanes, with sidewalks and crosswalks. The 
project is intended to improve traffic flow and 
storm-water drainage. An additional $2 million 
is designated for sewers in future years. 


$2,500 EACH FOR 20 

The Long Island Community Foundation and 
the board of All For the East End (AFTEE) 
announced the first grantees of its Building 
Stronger Neighborhoods Program, supporting 
organizations serving the East End, awarding a 
total of $50,000. “We received an overwhelming 
number of proposals from over 80 community 
organizations, and it really validates the extent 
of the needs out on the Island’s East End,”

said David Okorn, Long Island Community 
Foundation’s executive director. “We are very 
excited about this collection of organizations 
and feel it addresses those diverse and important 
sets of needs within these communities.” 

With input from the AFTEE Advisory 
Committee, which included representation 
from each of the five East End towns, 20 
proposals were approved to support projects 
and programs in the fields of health and welfare, 
the environment, arts and culture, education, 
youth development, and animal welfare. The 
committee members include Vince Taldone, 
Debra Halpert, Laura Anker, Greg Blass, Ken 
Pysher and Diane Radigan. “The Long Island 
Community Foundation provides such needed 
help of private monies for a variety of nonprofits 
who are there for the public interest where 
government is unable to assist,” said Greg 
Blass, AFTEE Advisory Committee member and 
former commissioner of the Suffolk County 
Department of Social Services. 


OVERDUE $1.2 MILLION FOR FERRY 

The Cross Sound Ferry will soon be getting 
an upgrade, which officials say is a long time 
coming. The ferry service has been awarded a 
$1.2 million grant, according to Congressman 
Tim Bishop’s office. The funds, provided by 
the Federal Transit Administration’s Passenger 
Ferry Grant Program, will be used to update 
and make repairs to the terminal in Orient. 

The main recipient of the ferry’s repair efforts 
will be 270 feet of bulkhead: retaining walls 
that prevent continuously crashing waves from 
eroding away the peninsula of land the ferry 
uses as a terminal. Plans are also being made 
to replace the ferry’s vehicle ramps and install 
new berthing dolphins, the wooden structures 
that provide boats with a place to moor. 

The Cross Sound Ferry, which provides 
transportation between Orient Point and New 
London, CT, is used by more than 1.1 million 
people each year. Although the Cross Sound 
Ferry has only been in operation for about 40 
years, ferry service between Long Island and 
Connecticut has existed since the mid-1880s, 
and the bulkhead at the terminal is estimated 
to have been in place since at least the 1940s. 


$10K FOR THE BAY ; 
Peconic Baykeeper, the advocacy nonprofit 
dedicated to the protection of the aquatic 
ecosystems of the South Shore estuaries of 
Long Island, has awarded $10,000 to Stony 
Brook University’s Shinnecock Bay Restoration 
Program. The money will sponsor a shellfish 
spawner sanctuary in a dedicated location in the 
bay. Representatives from Peconic Baykeeper 
will assist marine scientists from the school in 
the deployment of clams in Shinnecock Bay. 
Shellfish are filter feeders, meaning they 
are critical for balancing the overall health of 
estuarine environments, according to Peconic 
Baykeeper. Stony Brook marine biologists have 
researched the link between increased nitrogen 
levels in surface waters, the rise of harmful 
algal blooms and collapse of the shellfish 
populations. The Shinnecock Bay Restoration 
Program intends to take steps to rebuild this 
declined shellfish population, and with the help 
of Peconic Baykeeper, restore Shinnecock Bay.

bridge was no longer fully inSouthampton. This — 
is so weird. In that year, the unincorporated 
hamlet of Sagaponack decided to become 
incorporated. It did so. It is incorporated today, 
with a village hall and a mayor and so forth. And 
the border of the new village runs right down 
the center of Sagg Pond, which means it runs 
across the center of the Sagg Bridge. You come 
down to the bridge on the Mecox side (Mecox 
is a hamlet in the Town of Southampton) and 
you go up the hump and across the bridge, but 
when you arrive 100 yards later down on the 
other side of the bridge, you are in the Village 
of Sagaponack. 

This did not change who is in charge of the 
bridge, however. That remains Southampton. 
And the head of the highway department of 
Southampton, Alex Gregor, seeing that the 
bridge was once again getting shaky and seeing 
that federal funds were again available, has 
re-invented the wheel, creating virtually the 
same plan—to repair the bridge by lowering 
the hump, widening the lanes, doing away with 
the fishermen and raising the railing so god 
forbid nobody should fall over into the water 
ten feet below and sue the town—that was 
presented 30 years ago. 

He’s pretty adamant about it. He wants the 
bridge safe for motorists. He wants to bring it 
up into the 21st century. And he is proceeding 
apace to get it all approved. Once again, the 
feds pay. But this approval process has slowed 
because the Village of Sagaponack and most 
of the people in Bridgehampton and Mecox 
apparently object to wiping out the beautiful 
old lines of this historic bridge. 

The Mayor of Sagaponack is Don Louchheim. 
He is, on behalf of his constituents, adamant 
that the bridge be saved. He is old enough to 
remember the battle a generation ago, and 
he was here at that time. And he has the 
wherewithal. Very wealthy people live in the 
Village of Sagaponack. Zip code comparisons 
rate Sagaponack as one of the richest 
communities in America. So it is King Kong 
versus Godzilla. And somebody has to give way. 

Sagaponack presented a plan to take over the 
care of the bridge from Southampton. It would 
cost Southampton nothing. Southampton could 
use the federal money for something else. 
Southampton rejected it. Sagaponack offered to 
buy the bridge outright. Southampton rejected 
that. Sagaponack now says it will have lawyers 
attempt to get the rest of the bridge by eminent 
domain, forcing Southampton to sell it. They 
will do this using the same laws municipalities 
use to confiscate private property.

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High on the Hamptons, Jim Breuer Comes to WHBPAC

S ince his first performance in the Hamptons 
in 2007, comedian Jim Breuer has returned 
nearly every year and has become a fixture of 
the summer entertainment scene here. 

His shows in Sag Harbor have consistently 
sold out, and now this year he is making 
his debut at a different East End venue: the 
Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center. 

Breuer is best known for his three seasons as 
a Saturday Night Live cast member and for his 
role in the cult classic stoner flick Half Baked, 
though in recent years he has kept a busy 
schedule as a touring stand-up comic, a satellite 
radio host and a father. 


The Valley Stream native now lives in New 
Jersey with his wife and three daughters, ages 
9, 12 and 15. His family, including his elderly 
parents, is the greatest inspiration for his jokes 
and stories. “It’s 80 percent family, and the rest 
is everything else that is going on with my life 
and my current observations,” he says of his 
act, noting, “I don’t hit politics.” 

And now with a teenager in the house—soon 
to be two teenagers—there is a lot to draw from. 
“?'m dealing with a whole new set of problems,” 
he says. “I have to be more of a detective, I have 
to be a great interrogator... I have to learn to be 
a psychologist... It’s exhausting.” 

The 46-year-old says he’s an ex-metal head 
who’s “staring at 50.” The way he puts it, he’s “a 
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young [Bill] Cosby with a _ rock ‘n 
roll attitude.” 

Breuer says the greatest thing about being 
a standup comedian is that he can step into 
any world. “You can be a writer, you can be a 
YouTube sensation, you can be looking at films, 
you can direct.” 

Early on in his career, stand-up opened 
doors for Breuer. It got him development and 
television deals. “NBC was a huge fan of mine 
for a while in the early ’90s,” he says. Though 
other plans with NBC didn’t work out, the 
network encouraged him to join Saturday Night 
Live. He joined the cast in 1995, delivering his 
unforgettable Joe Pesci impersonation and the 
character Goat Boy. 

“Saturday Night Live was never even on my 
radar, but when | got it, it was super exciting 
and one of the greatest things I ever did.” It was 
also a great challenge. “I think it’s the hardest 
place for a comedian. It’s a real struggle for a 
comic—it’s a tough puzzle to figure out.” 

Between appearing in the film Half Baked and 
his naturally droopy eyelids, Breuer is often 
suspected of being on drugs. But he explains in 
his 2010 book I’m Not High: But I’ve Got a Lot of 
Crazy Stories About Life As a Goat Boy, a Dad, 
and a Spiritual Warrior that it is just the way he 
looks all he time. 

When people hear “spiritual warrior” in the 
title, they often take it to mean he is religious, 
but he says that, if anything, he is anti-religious. 
What he is getting at, he says, is that there are 
moving and heavy stories that readers can 
relate to, and some mind-blowing stories. “It’s 
just another part of me that has always existed.” 

Breuer’s next move is podcasting. He is 
keeping the details under his hat, but says it 
will debut late this year. He is also planning a 
record for early 2015, a family-style hard rock 
and metal album that he is writing, singing and 
recording himself. 

He plans to have Brian Johnson of AC/DC, 
James Hetfield of Metallica, Rob Halford of 
Judas Priest and other living legends of metal

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Kind Caught Up in “Travesties” at Bay Street Theater

B ay Street Theater’s summer season 
continues on Saturday, Tuesday, June 24 
with Travesties. A comedy by Tom Stoppard— 
known for plays that often include abstract 
storytelling ideas and pose _ philosophical 
questions while still being uproariously funny— 
it stars Hamptonite Richard Kind in a role unlike 
any he’s played before in his career. “This play 
is far and away the most difficult [play] I’ve ever 
touched in my entire life,” Kind says. “That’s 
one of the reasons | took the role. When you 
get to my age, you want to meet challenges 
that make you feel young—and in this case, I’m 
getting older doing it!” 

Although he is known to most for his 
television roles on Spin City and Mad About 
You, Kind, 57, is certainly no stranger to the 
stage, having appeared on Broadway in The 
Tale of the Allergist’s Wife (by Charles Busch, a 
Bay Street favorite), The Producers and Sly Fox, 
Dirty Rotten Scoundrels and The Big Knife. Kind 
has received much critical acclaim, earning a 
Tony nomination and a Drama Desk Award for 
The Big Knife. “One of the things when you do a 
lot of TV work, you don’t get to be as good [as 
you can be],” he says, explaining that he often 
takes on theater projects that challenge him. “I 
got to do Candide at the New York City Opera. 
I can sing, but I’m not an opera singer; I really 
had to work at it. Those are challenges. But 
[Travesties] is so dense, so magnificent...I’ve 
been working on it since March to memorize the 
lines. | often get asked, ‘How do you memorize 
all those lines?’ It’s hard. You work hard.” 

A longtime fan of Stoppard’s work, Kind notes 
that Travesties was his first exposure to the 
playwright’s work. “I had absolutely no idea 
what was going on, but | loved it! I love John 
Wood, who created [the role I’m playing] Henry 
Carr. He was the best.” The role was actually 
written for Wood by Stoppard after they did 
Rosencrantz and Gildenstern Are Dead. “After 
that play, [Stoppard] went, ‘Was that play 
difficult to memorize?’ and Wood said no. So 
Stoppard challenged him!” Kind says. 

The rehearsal process has been a learning 
experience. “We ask a lot of questions,” Kind 
says. Director Greg Boyd is no stranger to 
Travesties. “He’s a student of this play—this 
is the fourth time he’s done it. He’s a huge 
director. Because of this play, I’ve learned a lot 
about acting, I’ve started talking about things 
the way people talk about things [when they’re 
younger and less learned].” 

Travesties is a comedy set in Zurich during 
World War I and focuses on English consular 
official Henry Carr as he recalls the many 
encounters he had with other real-life figures 
such as James Joyce, Lenin and Tristan Tzara. 
But as Carr reminisces, he ends up tangling 
the many memories in his head and takes the 
audience with him on an unpredictable ride 
through his mind, all the while experiencing 
a strange production of Oscar Wilde’s The 
Importance of Being Ernest. 

Kind wants audiences to know that it’s okay 
if they feel confused by the action in Travesties. 
“The audience will not understand what’s going 
on,” Kind laughs. “They should not feel at all 
inadequate or dumb. But they will have a great 
time no matter what. This is an important thing:

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Art Drama: Who Decides What’s in Good Taste?

wo large sculpture installations on Long 

Island have once again raised questions 
about art, taste and the legality of displaying 
work others may not like. 

Hamptons artist Donald Baechler recently 
supervised the installation of a 30-foot 
aluminum version of his “Walking Figure” 
sculpture in a Westhampton traffic circle near 
Gabreski Airport, and the public reaction 
was mixed. Appearing, as some observed, 
like a monumental, tinfoil. Mr. Bill (Saturday 
Night Live‘s doomed claymation character 
of yesteryear—OHH NOOO!!, the piece 


is relatively innocuous and suffers more from 


uneducated, “my-kid-could-do-that” barbs than 
anyone actually claiming it’s an affront to their 
family values or delicate sensibilities. Still, 
many are asking that it be removed—but wasn’t 
that to be expected? 

It seems difficult to build just about anything 
in the Hamptons these days, let alone something 
as subjective as public art. 

The company behind the _ Baechler 
commission, Rechler Equity Partners, says it’s 
a mark of distinction for their new Hamptons 
Business District, but not everyone agrees. 

On the Westhampton Chamber of Commerce 
Facebook page, Kim Gregory-Williams writes, “I 
just don’t get it. You can’t put an ice cream cone 
out to attract business/visitors....but....”that”

..whatever it is....is ok???” Inez MacDonald 
adds, “Wow. This is one extraordinarily 
unattractive sculpture.” 

Of course, if something falls within the 
municipal code, our laws can’t dictate what is 
and what is not in good taste, barring those that 
deal with the pornographic or profane—and 
Baechler’s work is clearly neither of these. 

When it comes to British artist Damien 
Hirst and his equally monumental sculpture 
“The Virgin Mother,” the lines are a bit more 
blurry. Real estate mogul and art collector Aby 
Rosen recently installed Hirst’s 33-foot, painted 
bronze sculpture of an anatomically revealed 
pregnant woman, with exposed fetus, on the 
lawn of his Old Westbury mansion. Rosen’s 
neighbors were, as anyone could’ve predicted, 
up in arms—though “The Virgin Mother” is no 
more graphic than a medical textbook. Each of 
us, after all, is made of flesh, muscle and bone. 

Perhaps it’s the exposed breasts that offended 
people? Or is it the baby in utero that somehow 
smacks of abortion despite appearing safe and 
sound, if a little exposed, in its mother’s womb? 

Hirst designed the sculpture to suggest Edgar 
Degas’ 1881 bronze “Little Dancer of Fourteen 
Years,” which, he explains, makes people 
uneasy. “It is kind of naughty; she shouldn't 
really be pregnant,” Hirst says on his website. 
“I wanted a feeling of that. Anyone who is 
pregnant looks old enough, that’s the problem.” 

The New York Times reports that, in response 
to complaints, Old Westbury is holding a public 
hearing to discuss a law that would limit statues’ 
height to 25 feet—despite the fact that Rosen’s 
Hirst is only visible from a private road leading 
to his property and two neighboring homes. | 

No law specifically limiting statue size 
currently exists in the Hamptons codebooks, 
but asculpture may be considered an “accessory 
structure,” which does have limitations. 

Some may recall a similar case involving 
Larry Rivers’ famous “Legs” sculpture in Sag 
Harbor. When Vered Gallery owners Vered and 
Janet Lehr bought the legs—once installed at 
Smithaven Mall—and installed them outside 
their converted Baptist church home on 
Madison Street, some people were, once again, 
as expected, enraged. Sag Harbor officials went 
after the gallerists and ordered the masterpiece 
be removed in 2012, but it remains standing 
as the fight heads toward our highest courts. 
For now though, it seems the village may have 
backed off from its unpopular crusade, and the 
case may never see another courtroom. 

As Vered once said (to paraphrase), the 
“Legs” sculpture is no more of an eyesore than 
those inflatable snowmen so many of us suffer 
viewing on neighbors’ lawns during the winter. 

And isn’t that the point? Is Rosen not within 
his rights to enjoy art on his own property? 
Most so-called McMansions wedged onto land 
in the Hamptons are far more offensive than 
someone’s creative expression, are they not? 

Public art has value, and without erecting 
something completely boring and homogenized, 
it’s unlikely the Hamptons Business District or 
any homeowner will find something that doesn’t 
offend someone. We have so many other places 
to combat bad taste in the Hamptons, so, until 
someone proposes installing something truly 
profane or pornographic on our streets, let’s 
leave art out of the fight. g@

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n the fall of 1973, an advertising man I knew 
named Jim Davidson came to see me in my 
office in Bridgehampton to tell me of an idea 
he had. He was in his early 30s at the time, as 
was I, and he had a summer house in Water Mill 
and thought the time had come to do something 
about using less gasoline to get around the Hamp- 
tons. He wanted to start a unique bus service the 
following spring whose goal would be to help 
people get around the Hamptons without buying 
much gasoline. It would be good for visitors and 
it would be good for the planet. Would Dan’s 
Papers help him? I asked him to tell me about it. 
] should note that in 1973 no one was con- 
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cerned with global warming. There was not even 
a hint that humans were throwing up too much 
carbon into the atmosphere. Instead, the concern 
was that we might run out of gasoline. We had, 
in fact, almost run out of it, or so it seemed. The 
year before, suddenly, there was very little gas 
at any of the gas stations in America. People 
were driving on empty, getting to gas stations 
at the last minute, where they simply parked at 
lines that went around the block when gas was 
available somewhere—noted by a sign saying so 
out front. It was a terrible time. Fistfights broke 
out among motorists when someone tried to cut 
the line. People could barely get around.

The reason for this gas crisis was that America’s 
own oil supply had run low, and in oil-rich Arab 
lands, the governments had formed an oil cartel 
called OPEC. Now they were just doling gasoline 
out in drips and drabs to drive the price up, 
and our government could do nothing about it. 
President Nixon pleaded with people to use less 
gas. He instituted an odd-even gas rule. If your 
license plate ended in an odd number, you got gas 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday. If even, you got it 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday. 

For some reason, Americans tended to believe 
we were about to run out of the earth’s supply 
of oil. What could you do? In the Hamptons, the 
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economy slowed. Visitors were not certain they 
could drive out to the Hamptons, find gas for 
their cars here and then drive home. Resorts and 
chambers of commerce here were advertising 
that this was not the case. If you didn’t drive 
much around here after you got here, you’d have 
enough to get back to the city. “The Hamptons on 
a tank of gas and back” was the slogan. 

And that was why Jim Davidson was sitting in 
my Office. 

“I want to create a shuttle bus service to get 
people around the Hamptons after they get here,” 
he told me. “It would be like those jitneys they 
have in southeast Asia. We have this one main 
road. I will have eight-passenger vans driving up 
and down the Montauk Highway from Southamp- 
ton to Montauk, back and forth and back and 
forth. You could hail it anywhere, get on and go 
from one town to the next.” 

“What would it cost?” 

“Fifty cents a trip, from wherever you got on to 
wherever you got off. We’d have a bike rack on a 
trailer out back of the vans. You’d put your bike 
there. Then you’d have your transportation for 
going north or south after you got off.” 

I thought this was a very unlikely idea. People 
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were in love with their cars. But then J thought 
maybe it could work. There had been a lot of 
things that I thought would not work that did. And 
certainly it would bring a remarkable and unusual 
service to the community. So if he wanted to try 
this, I would gladly support it. I told him so. 

“We'll need permits to do this. You just can’t 
start a bus service and charge money for it 
without permits,” Jim said. 

At this particular time, Dan’s Papers was the 
only independent publication in the Hamptons. 
All other publications were newspapers of record. 
They would be for or against the project, giving 
space to those opposed to the plan as well as in 
favor. This was why Jim approached me. Besides 
that he knew me, I had no such obligations. 

“Tll write up a story about what you are going 
to do,” I told him. “And Ill urge everyone to let 
the towns approve it. And I know a lot of officials 
who could help ease the way to get permits.” 

And so, this man Jim Davidson embarked on a 
business that he called the Hampton Jitney, doing 
something that had nothing to do with what the 
Jitney has become today, 40 years later—bringing 
people back and forth from the Hamptons, the 
North Fork, Manhattan, Brooklyn, Florida and 


Boston in the lap of luxury. 

Over the following winter, Jim approached my 
art director, Thom Speckenbach, about designing 
a logo for the Hampton Jitney. Thom phoned me 
about it. We had a skeleton staff in the winter and 
were publishing once a month. I was vacationing 
in Hawaii. Got there in November, was returning 
in March. 

“Go ahead,” I told him. “Do your best.” Thom’s 
logo went on the sides of the two minivans that 
Jim bought. It’s the same logo that is there today. 

The service started off well. There were lots 
of people, especially those with environmental 
concerns, who thought this a good idea. You’d 
see the vans going up and down the Montauk 
Highway right outside my office window. 

But soon, the uniqueness of it ended and 
ridership dropped off. It continued on for the rest 
of the summer, and for the summer after that, but 
it was clearly not going to make it. The gas crisis 
was resolved. And people just weren’t going to 
give up their cars. 

What I didn’t know was that in the fall after 
the first year, people asked Jim if he’d take them 
in and out from the city aboard his vans. It was 
not exactly a business. Jim had a license to ferry 
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people around. Could be that he could take 
families home to Manhattan for a fee if it were not 
a regular thing. He did it a few times. 

During the second summer, Jim told me that he 
wanted to expand his service to include driving 
back and forth to Manhattan on a regular sched- 
ule. He’d do both—go to the city and continue the 
Jitney back and forth on the highway. And now 
he needed permits in Manhattan and permission 
to stop at various places to pick up and drop off. 
This was going to be very difficult and he wanted 
to start his application process right away to get 
it done for the next season. 

At these hearings, which took place in Manhat- 
tan during the fall and winter of 1975 and 1976, we 
discovered to our surprise that the Long Island 
Rail Road considered the Hampton Jitney a com- 
petitor and wanted to keep their exclusive right 
to transport people in and out of Manhattan. We 
thought it pretty funny that a company with just 
two eight-passenger vans could be a competitor 
with the railroad. How little we knew. 

With our newspaper’s support, however, and 
with the support of many others, Jim got his 
permits. He could stop along Third Avenue, 
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letting passengers off heading uptown from the 
Midtown Tunnel at 39th Street, then 42nd Street, 
51st Street, 59th Street and so forth and so on to 
86th Street. Schedules were printed up. And the 
stops, one in each town out here, were marked 
with signage on those street corners. 

A party atmosphere was present on these eight- 
passenger vans for the first two years. On those 
first trips, everybody was meeting everybody 
else. It was a festive occasion on wheels, but soon 
there came a need for the Jitney to purchase large 
motor coaches to handle the crowds. We were 
sorry to see it end when the big busses came. 

It was apparent at this point that Jim Davidson 
had a clear and effective vision for what his 
Hampton Jitney could be. The up-and-down-the- 
highway service was discontinued a year or two 
after he got permission to go to the city, and 
nobody seemed to notice. 

But the service with the big motor coaches 
thrived dramatically. These busses, as they are 
today, are quite luxurious. There are movies on 
board, restrooms, attendants to serve food and 
drink and sometimes a glass of wine. There’s 
peace and quiet and no cellphone use allowed, 


except for emergencies. And, remarkably, Jim 
grew this business in such a way that his motor 
coaches were almost always on time. You could 
set your watch by them. 

Soon, some celebrities “adopted” the Hampton 
Jitney service. Artist Roy Lichtenstein contrib- 
uted the famous white wave lines that came to 
adorn the sides of the coaches. Lauren Bacall 
did a radio commercial praising the Jitney in that 
sexy, sultry voice she had. 

At first, Jim ran the reservations line out of 
his home. But quickly that became more than 
he could handle. His second home was a giant 
former potato barn on Butter Lane, on the west 
side heading north just past the railroad tracks, 
where the reservations were taken over the phone 
in offices on the second floor and the busses were 
serviced by mechanics on the ground floor. 

Around 1982, Jim moved his offices to South- 
ampton. It was almost a stroke of genius about 
how he arranged this. He needed a big space. On 
County Road 39, a man back in the 1960s had built 
a big catering hall called Gold Crest Manor. It had 
failed, and a second attempt to make a success 
of it, by turning it into a roller-skating rink called 
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Hampton Jitney founder Jim Davidson 


“Skate Hampton,” had failed too. Now this vast 
space had become vacant. And Jim bought it. 

The back of the building became a huge service 
garage for his growing fleet of vehicles. In the 
front on the eastern side were his reservation 
offices. The center became a lobby for the cus- 
tomers, where, later, he installed a National Car 
Rental Service, a lunch counter now run by Janet 
O’Brien Caterers, a service counter for the Jitney, 
bathrooms and vending machines. The western 
side of the space became a health club. There 
were workout rooms, weight-lifting equipment 
and, at least early on, two small indoor swimming 
pools, one warm, one hot. Outside there was a 
parking lot, which he configured with a bus stop 
in front of the building and parking for customers 
and motor coaches and staff and health club 
patrons all around. What an operation that was, 
and is, springing from the mind of this one man 
all at once. 

The Jitney thrived. But Jim, at the age of about 
44, took sick, and after a number of years with his 
doctors fighting whatever it was he had, died at 
48. It was not spoken about what ailed him. But it 
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was whispered that it was this new disease, AIDS. 
Turned out it was. 

The last occasion I met with Jim was when we 
went to lunch on Main Street in Southampton. He 
looked terribly sick but we pretended he was not. 
He talked about an upcoming trip he was going 
on, to Rome, Venice and the Amalfi Coast of Italy. 
It was to be his last trip. 

Before he died, Jim sold the Hampton Jitney, 
together with its building, to Brent Lynch, a man 
whose immediate family owned the Bridgeport- 
Port Jefferson Ferry and a tugboat company in 
the Port of New York. The family and I became 
friends. | attended a remarkable party at which 
a new tugboat bought by the tugboat firm was 
christened at the Shinnecock Inlet “Missy McAllis- 
ter,” for Brent’s wife.The ship was blessed, Missy 
Lynch broke a champagne bottle on its bow, 
Brent praised his wife for all she does, food and 
drink were served on the dock, and a trip out to 
sea to inaugurate its entry into the family tugboat 
fleet. The Hampton Jitney service continued to 
expand. 

The Hampton Jitney today is run by Brent’s son 


Geoff, who together with his brother Andrew has 
grown the service even further. 

Since 1988 when the family bought it, the 
Jitney has added a service to the West Side of 
Manhattan, to Brooklyn, to Boston (the Boston 
Jitney brings people across the Bridgeport-Port 
Jeff ferry between Long Island and Connecticut 
as part of the service), excursions to Broadway 
shows and sports events in Manhattan, trips 
to Florida in the winter, a service on the North 
Fork and a super luxurious motor coach service 
to Manhattan called the Ambassador. They also 
have the contract to provide the mini-bus service 
for the Suffolk County. 

Today, the full fleet of busses totals 58, with 
more on the way. Busses leave every hour or 
so, going one place or another, and the on-time 
service record continues with only the rarest of 
exceptions. 

I've been proud to have been part of this dream 
that Jim Davidson brought to life. He’s left it in 
good hands, and it is one of the iconic brands 
that makes the eastern end of Long Island what 
it is today.

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s we celebrate the 40th anniversary 

of Hampton Jitney, CEO Geoff Lynch 

discusses his company’s impact on 

the Hamptons, the evolution of a 
family business, riders finding romance on the 
roadways and what we can look forward to in 
the next 40 years. 


Dan’s Papers: How did the Jitney figure out 
that coach service between NYC and the 
East End could be such a good business? 


Geoff Lynch: When Jim Davidson started 
the company, it was meant to be a shuttle 
service between the hamlets of the Hamptons. 
It wasn’t until the end of the 1974 season that 
he realized he’d lost his shirt and the loans 
were coming due, and then he had some folks 
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ask him for help getting their stuff back into the 
city because they were closing up their houses 
for the season. He charged them some money, 
and that very quickly turned into the idea of 
running scheduled service from the city out to 
the Hamptons. So, the city routes actually came 
into being pretty quickly, in 1975. 


The Jitney has provided easy accessibility 
to the Hamptons for urbanites who might 
not have been willing or able to drive such 
a distance. What effect do you think you’ve 
had on the Hamptons over the years? 


I would like to think, and I can’t say if it’s true 
or not, that because we created accessibility 
to the Hamptons—where it wasn’t before with 
just the railroad—for people who don’t drive 


or who don’t keep a car in the city, that we 
enabled to a certain degree the growth in the 
real estate market. The accessibility allowed a 
lot of people, not just part-timers but full-time 
East Enders who work in the city, to come out 
here more frequently and invest in houses 
and build properties out here. Whether we 
contributed to the growth and development 
of the East End or simply benefitted, it’s hard 
to say, but certainly a lot of people have relied 
upon us over the years to get back and forth. 


The Hampton Jitney is not like most other 
buses. How did the relative luxury of the 


“Jitney Experience” come about? 
ey 


That goes back to the very beginning, to 
the founder Jim Davidson. Prior to starting 
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Hampton Jitney, he was an advertising guy, a 
marketing guy. He, like so many people from 
New York City, didn’t typically ride buses, 
except for city buses on short trips, and he 


knew his clientele didn’t either. So, to cater to 


his customers and entice them, he devised the 
idea of having a host person onboard, which 
you don’t see in normal intercity bus transport. 
It was modeled after airline travel. That host 
person was put on board, number one, to 
collect fares, but also to serve our passengers 
those amenities we serve—the juice, the water, 
the popcorn, peanuts, pretzels. All of that was 
meant to add an upper-class service relative 
to normal bus travel. For a lot of people that 
come out here, this is their one and only bus 
experience. 


Are the coaches themselves different? 


Each of our coaches is essentially a custom- 
made vehicle. There are only maybe 1,000 of 
these coaches made a year. They’re known 
in the industry as the best coaches, and we 
outfit them with special seats, special interiors 
that are different from standard intercity 
buses. There are additional climate-control 
compressors in the overheads that are not on 
standard vehicles, to give them a higher quality 
and a more comfortable feel than standard 
coaches. 


Newcomers to the area usually wonder 
about the word “Jitney.” It doesn’t really 
describe your service. Why did you choose 
to keep it? 


The word “bus” is a word we try not to use 
around here—we try to say “motor coach” or 
“coach.” “Hampton Bus” just didn’t sound that 
great. “Jitney” is an old English word and meant 
smaller vehicles and shorter trips, but it helps 
distinguish us and has served us very well. 


A couple of years ago, we needed to get a 
package to the city very quickly, and was 
pleasantly surprised to learn that the 
Hampton Jitney offers a courier service. 
Are there any other services you offer that 
people might not know about? 


Besides the package express that you’re 
talking about, we are also a transportation 
broker for car transport. We will transport 
your car to and from Florida, and the nice thing 
about our service as opposed to a regular car 
transport is our service is on a schedule. Where 
with a regular car transport you give them your 
car and they’ll say “Okay, we’ll call you in three 
weeks and let you know when to expect it,” with 
us we can tell you when to expect your car in 
West Palm Beach or Fort Myers or any of our 
other Florida stops. 
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We also have our multi-day tours, and this 
year we’re going as far west as Mackinaw Island 
in Michigan. We go to Nova Scotia, Maine, Cape 
Cod—so there are a lot of tours where we’re 
taking East Enders off the island. 


What are you doing to celebrate the 
40th? Your ads are referring to 1974 
with some retro lettering—can we expect 
shag carpeting and 8-track players to be 
installed next? 


Well, we are making some references to the 
70s. If you think about a 1970s subway car 
and what it looked like during that time period 
with all of the graffiti, we happen to have an 
employee here—his name is Francis Quigley, 
and he grew up in Brooklyn—and he’s a very 
talented artist who started as a graffiti artist. 
So we took one of our older coaches and had 
Francis design a Hampton Jitney logo that 
would be along the graffiti-art lines and get as 
creative as he wanted to. He did one side of it 
here in the Southampton yard just to get a feel 
for it, and then over Memorial Day weekend we 
parked the coach at our stop on 40th Street and 
had him finish off the coach right there in front 
of everybody. 

We also had a contest that we threw out to 
everybody to see who could design a 40th 
anniversary vinyl wrap—that’s the word for the 
covering that allows coaches to be completely 
covered with those colorful ads. We got quite a 
few responses, and we’re going to be wrapping 
a couple of coaches this summer in honor of 
the 40th. 

Then what we'll do is we'll have some 
giveaways for people who get on these 40th 
anniversary buses. We’re going to do some 
beach towels, some luggage tags—things that 
people might need when they’re traveling to 
and from the East End. 


What about all of the stories we hear 
about people falling in love on the Jitney? 


We have a lot of stories of people who 
have met, wound up dating and ultimately 
getting married. We have some neighbors in 
Sag Harbor who invite me and my wife over 
each fall for a party, and they attribute their 
meeting, falling in love and winding up out here 
to the Jitney. A lot of it is the people who wind 
up on our coaches—it’s a pretty eclectic group. 
They all come together on the Jitney, and when 
I go out and drive it’s always kind of interesting 
to see how people interact with each other. 
Sometimes it can be a little bit difficult, a little 
bit crowded, but they settle down and realize 
they’re going to be with these people for a few 
hours at least.

So maybe that forced interaction leads 
to people making connections. You 
mention that sometimes you drive the 
buses as well, and that reminds us that 
the Jitney is a family business in which 
you and your siblings, as well as your 
parents before you, have served in a lot 
of positions. 


My parents purchased Hampton Jitney from 
Jim Davidson when | was just getting out of high 
school, so my three siblings and I all wound 
up spending our summers working here. We 
all started as host people on coaches—myself, 
my sister and two brothers. In college I got my 
CDL and spent a good amount of time after 
college working for my dad. I worked in the 
shop, I worked in the accounting department 
and I drove. My brother Peter is one of the 
mechanics, and my brother Andrew, who has 
a finance background, also works with us now. 


What do you see changing at the Jitney 
over the next 40 years? 


First of all, the coaches that we run will 
probably move to hybrid-style drivetrains, 
whether it’s diesel-electric or natural gas, that is 
coming in the more immediate future. Also, the 
idea that a coach could do a route essentially 
without a driver is a definite possibility. I think 
what will happen in the future is rather than 
having a commercial driver on that coach, 
you'll have a programmer or someone who is 
simply monitoring that vehicle as it’s going 
down the road. That’s coming. 


Will the hosts be replaced by host-bots? 


(Laughing) Well, maybe so. At the Hampton 
Jitney we’ve always had this additional host 
person who is there to cater to the passengers, 
and I don’t see that going away any time soon. 


After 40 years of motor coach service to 
the East End and beyond, what are you 
most proud of? 


We are proud that we have become an 
established part of this community, that people 
who live out here or travel out here rely upon 
us. We are proud that we are one of the larger 
employers on the East End and we provide 
jobs for 200 people—and for many of those 
200 people it has been their livelihood for 
30-plus years. When I go out of this community, 
whether it’s because our buses have been in 
Sex and the City or another movie, people know 
about the Hampton Jitney, and there are not 
many bus companies that can say that. For a 
regional company to have a wide reputation 
for quality coach service is probably what I’m 
most proud of.@

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n July 2012, Billy Davis had a ring and a 
plan. 
He wanted to propose to his girlfriend 
in a spectacular way—a very Hamptons-y 
way. 

After all, he and Dawn Aversano had met 
three years prior on a Hampton Jitney, and the 
Hamptons was a second home to both of them. 

Their first encounter was during the summer 
of 2009. He was taking the Jitney home from 
Bridgehampton, where his family has had a 
place for years, and there were only a few seats 
left on the bus. “I see this pretty girl sitting all 
by herself with all of her bags on the seat,” 
Davis recalls. He was determined to meet her. “I 
was going to sit next to this pretty girl and have 
her talk to me.” 

She obliged and moved her bags so he could 
sit down. They spent the whole ride talking 
and people-watching. “That was basically our 
first date,” Davis says. They both got off at 39th 
Street, and he asked her to a movie. He texted 
her that same night. “I couldn’t even wait,” he 
says. 

When Davis began planning the proposal, 
he wrote to Hampton Jitney CEO Geoff Lynch 
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to ask if the company would be willing to 
get involved. He admits he thought he had 
no shot, but Lynch responded the very next 
day, happy to assist. Hampton Jitney charter 
manager Susan Williams helped Davis put the 
plan together. 

Davis asked his then-girlfriend to dinner at 
the Blue Parrot in East Hampton. At the time 
she expected Davis to pick her up from her 
family’s East Hampton home, a Hampton Jitney 
pulled into the driveway instead. 

“Dawn, you’ve been requested,” the Jitney 
captain told her. 

When she boarded, there were no other 
passengers. She took a seat, not knowing what 
to expect. 

The Jitney took her to one of the couple’s 
favorite places in the Hamptons: Sagaponack’s 
Wolffer Estate Vineyard, where Davis greeted 
her and she asked what exactly was going on. 
Before he answered, he brought her to the 
grapevines, where he got down on one knee and 
popped the question. She said yes, and next 
thing that popped was a cork. 

After they enjoyed wine and cheese among 
the vines, they both got on the Jitney. But the 


surprises weren’t over for the bride-to-be. An 
engagement party with their friends and family, 
who had all been keeping the proposal a secret, 
was waiting for them in East Hampton. 

When their engagement story came out in 
Dan’s Papers, Davis says, he heard from friends 
he hadn’t been in contact with for years. “They 
thought it was just a great story—that you can 
meet people in some of the most interesting 
places.” 

They were married less than a year later, and, 
not surprisingly, the East End played a major 
role throughout the festivities. “We had a very 
Hamptons weekend,” Davis says. The rehearsal 
dinner was at 1770 House in East Hampton, the 
wedding was at East Hampton Point, and the 
following day brunch was at The Palm. They 
celebrated their first anniversary this month. 

Billy and Dawn Davis live on the Upper East 
Side and are still frequent Hampton Jitney 
riders—not just during the summer, but year- 
round, either hopping on at the 86th Street stop 
by their apartment or at the 40th Street stop 
right when they get out of work. 

To this day, they still get comments on their 
proposal story. @ 
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he side of a Hampton Jitney is not 
merely an iconic part of the East End 
landscape but is interwoven in the 
artistic history of the are, whether 
we're talking about the iconic logo, and the 
wave that was created by Roy Lichtenstein 
(we'll get to more on him shortly) or one of the 
custom-designed wraps that have covered the 
motor coaches and kept heads turning over 
the years. In honor of their 40th anniversary, 
Hampton Jitney held a “Design a Jitney” contest 
this past spring, asking artists from all over 
to create works that celebrate this landmark. 
From the submissions, the company stated it 
would “choose the most creative entry that 
helps to celebrate 40 years of transportation 
to and from NYC & the East End”—and we’d 
all have a new Jitney wrap to look for on our 
highways and byways. 
We spoke with the four finalists to see what 
inspired their unique visions, and what the 
Jitney means to them as a local institution. 
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Francis Quigley came up with a graffiti- 
style custom paint job for his submission. An 
employee of Hampton Jitney for many years, 
Quigley aimed for a ’70s street-art vibe, and 
filmed himself painting a Jitney on 40th Street 
for his submission. He says, “It was a fun thing 
to do and create—especially on the 40th, with 
so many people there.” 


Stephanie Baloghy submitted a distinctive 
Roy Lichtenstein-inspired wrap. Lichtenstein 
originally designed the Jitney’s signature 
green-wave logo, and Baloghy calls her piece 
“a sort of homage to his work.” Baloghy has 
been a graphic designer for more than 40 years, 
and worked for the Jitney part-time, so this is 
“an opportunity to bring these parts of [my] 
life together.” 


Lynn Mara went with iconic Long Island- 
style imagery for her piece, painting a montage 
of people, landscapes and other cultural high

points of the island. This Southampton-born 
artist credits her inspiration to the people of 
the Hamptons—she says, “They have literally 
shaped who I’ve become”—and reveals that for 
her, the Jitney represents her home. Mara adds, 
“I remember feeling homesick when I'd see the 
Jitney in Manhattan. It was like seeing a familiar 
face in a foreign land. “Take me home,’ I thought 
to myself.” 


Eddie Duque chose to portray the Long 
Island Expressway, stretching from New York all 
the way to the ocean. Guatemalan-born Duque 
says, “Growing up in Hampton Bays, the Jitney 
was a huge part of my life—going to see my 
family in the city and then heading back to the 
East End.” He feels the Jitney’s route from the 
beachfront to the city makes it an integral part 
of “the Hamptons family.”

aving done 18 covers, artist Joe 
Chierchio, is no stranger to Dan’s 
Papers. He’s also no stranger to the 
East End, as he and his fiancée, 
who is a sculptor, work from their home and 
studios in Water Mill.

oO one goes to the Hamptons more 

often than the Hampton Jitney. The 

most popular way to arrive Out East, 

the Jitney has long been synonymous 
with pop culture and is often prominently 
featured—in various media—as a defining 
aspect of the summer enclave. 

From magazines to movies, everyone has 
a Jitney story. Even fictional characters. 
Television and entertainment often feature the 
Jitney when key players head to the Hamptons 
for weekend jaunts. 

Sex and the City’s Carrie Bradshaw, played 
by East Ender Sarah Jessica Parker (above) 
and the alter ego of many a Manhattan woman, 
rides the Jitney in an episode that premiered in 
1999. She describes the motor coach as being 
“like the bus to summer camp, only instead of 
singing songs, everyone speaks on their cell 
phones and ignores each other.” Manhattanites. 
Of course, cell phone calls on the Jitney have 
long since been banned. Without a cell phone, 
Carrie would have instead been more inclined

to speak to her seatmate, perhaps finding love 
sooner than the six seasons it took her to 
realize Mr. Big was “the one.” 

In Something Borrowed, a New York Times 
bestselling novel by Emily Giffin, protagonist 
Rachel White cuts her Hamptons weekend 
short, depressed that her love interest will 
never choose her over his fiancée. (The fiancée, 
in typical dramatic East End fashion, also 
happens to be Rachel’s best friend.) The Jitney 
is cited as the best way to escape the awkward 
situation at a whim, and she takes advantage. 

In print advertising, Apple opted to use the 
Jitney in an ad for the iPhone 5c (above). Four 
of the colored iPhones are showcased, each 
named for an iconic part of New York City 
culture. The blue phone with yellow cover is 
labeled “MetroCard;” the green phone with 
green cover is Central Park’s “Sheep Meadow;” 
the pink phone with white cover is “Chinese 
Take-Out;” And, the green phone with black 
cover is “The Jitney,” a term so engrained in New 
York colloquialisms that the word “Hampton” 


was not deemed necessary for the ad. Though 
the ad, which ran on the back cover of The New 
Yorker’s March 10, 2014 issue, is very New York- 
centric, it works nationally. The Jitney services 
JFK, LaGuardia and Islip airports, opening up 
the East End to travelers from cross-country or 
international destinations. 

The green bus has become so synonymous 
with Hamptons culture that The New Yorker 
also featured an artistic interpretation of an 
amphibious Hampton Jitney on its July 22, 
2013 cover. The painting, by former East Ender 
Bruce McCall, depicts a car ferry in Jitney green 
unloading vehicles onto a beautiful white sandy 
beach. Prominently displayed on the ferry’s left 
side is a rendering of the Hampton Jitney logo. 

Clearly, The New Yorker recognizes that the 
Jitney is the best way to get from Midtown 
to Montauk; Brooklyn to the Beach; Horace 
Harding Expressway to the Hamptons. And 
after the fleet’s 40 years of service, locals and 
visitors recognize that, too. Here’s to many 
more years of memorable journeys.@

Some of your work 
seems surrealist. Does your 
imagery come from dreams? 
Surrealism as a genre has greatly 
influenced me. The work. of 
Salvador Dali and Magritte, in the 
way their images are immediate 
and impactful through realism 
and yet rooted in the upwelling of 
the subconscious, is something | 
strive for in my work.

Theo Blue is a hermit that lives in a little 
rogue shack built into the cliffs of Montauk. 
He is a wild man, primitive, noble savage, and 
outsider artist who collects the flotsam found 
in the coves and makes idols and effigies 
from it, much in the way the “cargo cults” 
of the South Pacific did with the material 
they found or were given in World War II. It 
is an updated cross-cultural reference, and 
a lot of fun.

We_ have several fine 
restaurants on _ Shelter 
Island that serve delicious 
seafood. Personally, I'll eat 
anything that comes out of 
the water, specially crab, 
lobster, scallops and clams, 
in that order. The sad thing 
about being a crustacean 

lover is that you never 
seem to get enough of them on your plate. Over 
the years, I.have developed several: techniques 
for obtaining extra shellfish that I will tell you 
now. I don’t have any tips for sharing shellfish, 
since that is anathema to any true lover of these 
biblically forbidden delicacies. 

First let’s talk lobster. You always want to 
order two, but you never let yourself because

you'll look like a pig. But there’s 
still many ways to get more 
lobster on your plate without 
spending extra money. 

Lobster is usually presented 
on a bed of rice or vegetables. 
One of the first methods to 
getting a little extra lobster is 
to employ the old tried-and-true 
lima bean hideaway technique. 
After you’ve gotten your lobster | 
tail out of its shell, cut it into | 
bite-size pieces. Now slide the 
three biggest pieces under the 
rice, just like unwanted lima 
beans. Next, scan the table for

the biggest lobster and make There’s only so much to go around, but you can always get more than your share... 


sad puppy-dog eyes at the owner 
of that lobster and half-jokingly lament how 
they got a bigger lobster than you. Thanks 
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to the pressure of social politeness, they will 
feel obligated, secretly angry but obligated 
nonetheless, to offer you some of their lobster. 

Next, you can comment that your melted 
butter tasted funny and ask if you can taste 
your neighbor’s butter. When they say yes, 
spear a piece of their lobster for the taste test. 
This method only gets you one extra piece, so 
since most people keep an eye on their biggest 
piece, be sure to grab the second largest piece 
on their plate. After all, you don’t want them to 
think they’ve been tricked into losing lobster. 

The third and easiest way to get extra lobster, 
is to wait for the people to go to the restroom 
or go outside for a cigarette. While they’re gone 
you continue gaily conversing while you pilfer 
a bite of this lobster and a nibble of this one 
over here. Be careful not to nibble too much or 
they will know that they have been hit by the 
stealth-mooch technique. The only time stealth- 
mooching does not work is if the person is like 
myself and carries their lobster from the table 
with them. 

Getting extra crabs is largely contingent on 
whether you have a portion of a few crabs or 
you are sharing a large bucket. If you are stuck 
with just a few crabs per plate, you might be 
able to get some of the chest meat if others 
are having trouble getting it out themselves. 
Volunteer to help, crush the chest in your 
hands, and while you pick out crab meat for 
them to put on their plate, you can palm a 
good part of the crab chest and sneak it to your 
napkin. Once you’ve eaten your crab chest, 
push the shells into the shell pile and sneak up 
the extra crab from your napkin and enjoy. One 
evening | got parts of three crab chests using 
this old family method. 

If the group orders one of those big crab 
buckets, there is no limit to the creative pilfering 
you can engage. Like, “Whoops! I'll get those 
two crabs that dropped off the table.” Or, “No, 
the chests don’t really have that much meat. 
I'll take yours if you don’t want them.” And my 
favorite, “Your mouth is looking a bit red and 
swollen. Could you be allergic to crab?” ga

Talking with Riverhead’s Dr. Jesse Stoff

r. Jesse Stoff is a traditionally trained physician 
who also has extensive education and 
experience in the area of homeopathic medicine. 

In addition to his practices in Riverhead at the 
East End Wellness Center and in Glen Cove, Stoff 
is Chief Science Officer at Immune Biologics in 
Scottsdale, Arizona, and Director of the Stoff Institute 
for Medical Research, where he addresses immune 
system disorders and immune reconstitution. Stoff 
has discovered several molecular complexes, and 
developed a number of protocols for the therapeutic 
application of targeted HUC stem cells for people 
with cancer, autoimmune diseases, ALS and multiple 
sclerosis.

Lola Snow Comes Home to Tattoo in Montauk

ust beyond the Montauk train station on 

Flamingo Avenue is a small, shingled building, 
the home of Lola’s Tattoos. Inside, Lola Snow herself, 
a wise and colorful character, can provide anyone 
with a high quality, personalized tattoo. 

Snow has been tattooing for almost 40 years. She 
started her career in 1976, a time when women rarely 
succeeded in the tattooing industry unless they were 
married to a male tattooist. Snow, however, began 
her tattooing journey on her own, overcame many 
challenges, and ultimately became what. she calls, 
the “woman pioneer of the East Coast” for tattooing. 

Today, Snow owns her own shop, Lola’s Tattoos, 
which is one of the only professional tattoo shops 
on the East End. It’s been almost two years now 
since Snow opened her Montauk tattoo parlor and 
left her shop in Bogota, New Jersey in the hands of 
other artists. Snow says her New Jersey location is 
beautiful, but moving to Montauk provided her with 
something extra for her business. 

Snow thought back to reading Thoreau’s Walden 
and remembered, “the highest form of art is working 
with nature in your day, [and working in Montauk] 
allows me to do that.” The calmer and less stressful 
environment of the East End is the perfect place 
to tattoo. 

Choosing Montauk was an easy decision for 
Snow. Her ancestry goes back to the Montaukett 
tribe and she has a personal connection to the town: 
“| don’t consider myself from the Hamptons. I say 


once you get on the stretch, you are on Montauk. 
The other Hamptons are beautiful but I never 
leave Montauk.” 

The only people who may love Montauk 
more than Snow are her customers. The most 
common tattoo request that Snow and the 
shop’s three other artists receive is a prideful 
Montauk tattoo. Whether it’s “MTK,” the lighthouse, 
or simply “Montauk,” customers want a tattoo to 
show how much they love Montauk and Snow is 
happy to provide. 

Tattoo trends may come and go in other 
locations, but the general theme in Montauk 
is consistent: nautical. For the past two years, 
East Enders have shown their love for the beach 
in the form of a tattoo, and Snow predicts this 
trend will continue. Dark themes are off limits at 
Lola’s Tattoos. For a _ tasteful tattoo, Snow 
recommends anything that spreads a_ smile 
and warmth, like the sun, the moon and the 
stars. While Snow herself focuses on color and 
traditional styles, her artists can do any style, 
including _everything from portraits to “new 
school” tattoos. 

What makes Lola’s Tattoos special, besides the 
quality of their tattoos, is the shop’s atmosphere. 
Snow hates the “factory” feeling of many tattoo 
shops, where customers are moved through quickly. 
Even though a business is about making money, Snow 
believes it’s important for her shop to be intimate. 
Customers at Lola’s can. make appointments or 
just walk in and have a free consultation. Unlike

other shops that may rush customers in and 
out, Snow gives her customers as much time as 
they need to ensure they will get the tattoo of 
their dreams. 

“If you’re lucky, you'll find me,” Snow says. And 
many lucky people have found her. In the off-season, 
people from all over Long Island make the trip to 
Montauk to get a tattoo at Lola’s, which allows the 
shop to stay open all year long. 

The shop is looking to expand and is actively 
looking for new artists and a piercer to join their 
staff.

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Sandra Bernhard Takes the East End!

omic Sandra Bernhard comes to Guild Hall on 
Friday with a show that is much more than 
standup. 

“It's a one-woman kind of extravaganza,” 
Bernhard says. She mixes storytelling with a 
cabaret act that includes both original music 
and cover songs, performed with her band, The 
Flawless Zircons. 

The self-assured performer says her monologues 
and observations are offbeat yet compelling and 
funny—“and brilliant if 1 do say so myself.” 

Her stories are often personal and topical, and 
not always planned. “I have written entire pieces on 
stage in the moment,” she says. 

Being a young kid in the late ’60s and ’70s, 
Bernhard says, she was exposed to the feminist 
movement, which allowed women to be funny and 
confident. 

“When I started performing, my work was very 
anti-self-deprecation—the same drum that had been 
beaten for many years,” she says. “We all like to 
make fun of ourselves to a certain extent because we 
all have out weird habits and foibles that make us 
interesting. And it’s okay when it’s in a naturalistic, 
sophisticated and fun manner,” she says, but fat 
jokes and husband jokes are bad for the person and 
bad for the spirit of evolution; she wants a more 
interesting approach to her art. 

Bernhard considers herself and her work 
postfeminist. 


Bernhard infuses her act with 
music. For this show, a three-piece 
band will share the stage at 

Guild Hall. 


She names Carole Burnett, 
Moore, Goldie Hawn and Julie Christie among 
those she admires—women she says have a unique 
sense of themselves and the world. She also counts 
among her influences women who write their own 
music, including Carole King, Carly Simon and 
Joni Mitchell. 

When she infuses her act with music, she is 
sometimes only accompanied by a pianist, but for 
this show, a three-piece band will share the East 
Hampton stage with Bernhard. 

Bernhard is no stranger to the Hamptons. She 
visits friends here once or twice every summer and 
has even rented homes for weeks at a time with her 
partner and daughter. 

“I love East Hampton because it’s just incredibly 
beautiful,” Bernhard says.” “There are just so many 
parts that you just can’t believe.” She also loves to 
cook and to barbecue outside on a quiet afternoon, 
so visiting Hamptons organic farm stands for 
ingredients is another treat for her. 

Bernhard is based in New York City, but is 
always traveling to Hollywood for work, or is on 
the road. 

She has a recurring role on ABC Family’s Switched 
at Birth and, in addition to her touring schedule, 
Bernhard is working to get a few television projects 
off the ground. She is looking for a show runner and 
pitching to networks. She also hopes to take material 
from her act that she has curated for the past 10 or 
15 years and turn it into a film. 

“There’s not that many performers who have been

doing it as long as I’ve been doing it,” and Rebecca Romijn (August 22). 
Bernhard says. “My work has stood on its

a palpable energy that radiated from their voices 
and their movements. These are vocalists who love 
their craft, and that kind of passion catches you and 
makes you sit up straighter and listen more intently. 
It’s so much fun watching and listening to a perfectly 
connected cast—it’s the kind of performance you 
wish would never end. 

Although the entire cast was phenomenal, there 
were a few that really stood out to me. Im a 
sucker for a man who can sing, and the voice 
that came out of Robert H. Fowler was like warm 
honey. He has a deep baritone that I couldn’t get 
enough of, and it’s showcased in “Stay A While” 
and in “You’re the Boss”—a duet with the lovely 
and talented Marla McReynolds. I loved her sultry 
routine “Don Juan,” which was smoky, sexy and 
irresistibly funny. 

I was blown away by the voice of Nik Alexzander. 
He may be small in stature, but there’s nothing small 
about his voice or his stage presence. In his solo “I 
(Who Have Nothing)” he blew the audience away 
and received a standing ovation at the end of his 
performance. His emotional connection to the song 
translated loud and clear, drawing me fully into his 
rock star performance. 

Yvette Monique Clark has one of those powerhouse 
voices that can blast the roof off a theater. She gave 
me goose bumps during “Fools Fall in Love” and 
made me laugh out loud during “Hound Dog.” In 
“Saved,” the number that takes us to intermission, 
she is joined by the whole company and together 
they pull off an extraordinary routine, with so much 
energy it was difficult not to sing along. | was tapping 
my foot and clapping along with the cast as they 
sailed through this number, looking like they were 
having the time of their lives. 

When the women join forces and sing “Im a 
Woman” it’s electrifying! Kate McCann has some set 
of pipes, she hit a few notes that went to the heavens 
and left my mouth hanging open.

Gabrielle Selz’s (GS) story is all the more 
intriguing for what it says about modern art and 
the wild art scene in New York starting in the 
‘40s and the hippie scene in Berkeley—all while 
following Peter Selz’s role in championing those 
who would become the recognized giants of 
expressionism and abstraction—as well as for what 
it doesn’t say explicitly about GS’s yearning for 
love and attention from her brilliantly prescient 
and often outrageous father, though it could be 
Said that the clever title “Unstill Life” implies this 
theme.

rom the beach drum circles and Samba de Boom, 

to the recent Chad Smith vs. Will Farrell drum 
off, the East End moves to a drummer’s pulse. Smith, 
the drummer for the Red Hot Chili Peppers, lives in 
Montauk and often sits in at local music spots. He is 
chairing the big Montauk Playhouse Gala; a resident 
rock star drummer for the Hamptons. 

Not to be out-drummed by the South Fork, the 
North Fork can lay claim to a super star rock and 
roll drummer of their own. For the last three years 
Corky Laing from the classic rock group Mountain 
has made Greenport his home base. 

I will confess to not knowing very much about 
Laing or his work. I'd certainly heard of Mountain 
and knew their biggest hit “Mississippi Queen” 


but my knowledge, and to be brutal, 
my interest ended there. Then the 
opportunity to interview Laing, along 
with one of my favorite East End 
artistic types, Kate Mueth, presented 
itself. Mueth is an actress, producer 
and choreographer who many may 
know from her theatrical group The 
Neo-Political Cowgirls. At the moment, 
Mueth is also directing Laing in his 
show Under the Rock at the John Drew 
Theater. 

My interest was piqued when | saw 
the show publicized as “A tour-de-force

The minute Corky Laing sat down 
across from me, smiled, rattled on a 
bit and admitted that he was having 
something of a “blood sugar plunge at 
that moment” | liked him. His rapid-fire 
history on who he was, what he’d done 
and where he was coming from did not 
lend itself to note-taking for writing an 
article but I was riveted. 

He touched on how his lecturing at 


(@ ~ and the need for performers to have 
(4 8 solid self-esteem started to lead to the 
show he’s working on now. Laing is 
intense in a comfortable way, articulate 
even when he’s jumping from one subject or era or 
band reference to another and he’s very entertaining. 
When asked what inspires him to stay in the music 
business, Laing’s reason was “to keep reaching out 
and giving back.” He clearly feels a deep passion 
about connecting people to their past through music 
and his experiences. “I’m just pointing out a dot,” 
Laing said as he placed his finger on the table at 
LT Burger and dragged it across the surface “and 
people take their journey.” The journey for those 
who lived through the 60’s includes insights and 


stories about some of the musicians who changed ~ 


the face of rock music as we know it today. Laing 
knew these performers “before they were Gods.” For 
those who were born beyond this time frame, it’s an 
opportunity to live it through the eyes of someone who 
was there. 

The relationship between Mueth and Laing is 
full of humor, and they joked and finished each 
other’s sentences. Laing has taken to the “theatrical 
attitude” that he says Mueth has brought to the 
show. After letting her tell him what to order, he 
jokingly admitted he’d turned himself over to her 
direction. “It’s my life, but she gets to tell me what 
to do.” 

Their vision for the show includes bringing 
drummer Laing out from behind the safety net of his 
“kit” while taking the audience on a journey through 
some riveting rock history. They also revealed there 
is a plan to show us yet another side to the evening’s 
special guest, Montauk rock and roller Nancy Atlas. 

I don’t want to give away any of the show’s specific 
secrets. | even stopped Laing from telling me too 
much. | heard enough to know that I would urge any 
rock music lovers. out there to get tickets now. This 
Corky guy has seen and heard a lot of amazing stuff 
for someone who was stuck behind a drum set all 
those years. ga

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A Warm-Weather Thrill, with a Local Twist

A: summer in the Hamptons approaches, year- 
round residents and vacationers alike are 
looking for reliable ways to stay cool and refreshed. In 
the spirit of the season, we asked three Southampton 
bartenders for their takes on traditional cocktails, 
drinks that have become local favorites after years 
of satisfied patrons. Any or all of these drinks may 
become your antidote to the sweltering sun after a 
long day spent at the beach, on the trail or worst of 
all, at work. 

Specialty cocktails have long been in the 
purview of most bartenders, but with the advent of 
“bartending books” and amateur mixologists, nearly 
every combination of alcoholic beverages has been 
explored by someone. In the event that one of our 
esteemed Southampton bartenders has. offered a 
cocktail that has already achieved official status, we 
submit our sincerest apologies, and recommend one 
or two of the drinks listed hereafter to help you feel 
better. 

Todd Ulrich, owner and operator of Tidewater 
AAA Pub on Montauk Highway, let us sample his 
variation on the tried-and-true Long Island Iced Tea, 
after a long deliberation on which of his many, many 
unique cocktails he ought to serve. He replaces the 
orangey undertones of triple sec with the sharp 
spice of Southern Comfort, explaining that “ages ago, 
almost everyone used to do this when making Long 
Island Iced Teas, and the only reason they stopped 
was because of cost considerations.” The Southern 
Comfort makes the drink taste more like an actual 
iced tea than the traditional version does, and gives 
it a bit more of a kick towards the end. 

Todd also mentioned his renowned Bloody Marys, 
which are popular year-round with Tidewater’s 


customers and are made-to-order rather than 
from a pre-portioned mix. He tends to add unusual 
ingredients or garnishes—for example, pickled green 
beans often grace the rims of his pint glasses, along 
with many other uncommon adornments—which 
help to set his Bloody Marys apart from the herd of 
competitors and imitators. 

Over at the Southampton Publick House, at the 
intersection of North Sea Road and Bowden Square, 
bartender Jamie Nelan mixed up a wholly original 
cocktail, though he admitted it had no name as of yet. 
The mysterious drink is composed of Citrus Absolut, 
Orange Absolut, peach schnapps, pineapple juice, 
cranberry juice, and a dash of orange juice, shaken 
extensively and topped with a spritz of lemonade. 
The end result is an extremely refreshing, smooth 
concoction. Though the Publick House is a brewpub 
most commonly known for its wide selection of beer 
brewed on-site, Nelan assures us that those who 
order this drink almost always order a second; and, 
of course, the hotter it gets outside, the better it 
sells. 

For our final summer drink, we took a trip down to 
Taps (formerly North Sea Tavern), located snugly at 
the intersection of North Sea Road and Parrish Road. 
Bartender George Williams put a cooling spin on the 
classic Cosmo, adding a healthy serving of pineapple 
juice to the usual recipe (just before introducing the 
cranberry juice) before shaking and garnishing with 
a thin wedge of orange. The final product is sweet, 
summery, and finishes with a delicious tangy flavor 
that stays on the palate for some time afterward. It’s 
amazing how such a small addition can make such a 
drastic difference in the taste of a cocktail. 

Of course, all of these innovative drinks are available 
from their respective establishments year-round, 
and we encourage you to try the other specialties
